i W ashington, Jan. 15.—Almost the 
entire executive session of the senate 
yesterday was devoted to the indirect 
coneideration of the nomination of Hon. I 
Joseph McKenna, now attorney gen­ 
eral. to be associate justice of the su­ 
preme court. 
The discussion was the 
result of an effort on the part of Bena- 1 
tor Allen (Neb., Pop.) to secure a post- j 
ponemant for two week*. 
In the end a 
compromise was reached deferring con­ 
sideration until next Friday. 
| The debate was precipitated by Sena­ 
tor Hoar, who called up the nomination 
of Mr. McKenna aud asked for imme­ 
diate action. 
Mr. Hoar said the judic­ 
iary committee had investigated most 
of the charges made and had reached 
the conclusion that they were without 
foundation. 
The most of them had 
been made by the Amen eau Protective 
association and were founded solely up­ 
on the fact that Mr. McKenna was a 
Catholic. 
I Mr. Hoar dwelt at length upon this 
point, excoriating any man who woald 
E 
t tent pl to inject a question of religion 
it© a controversy over a man’s fitness 
Tor office. 
Such an effort was entirely 
un-American, unpatriotic aud should 
not for a moment receive the considera­ 
tion of fair minded mea. 
Senator White, of Cal., also spoke of 
*the effort of the American Protective 
Association to interfere and depreciated 
an appeal to bigotry, prejudice and false 
claims of patriotism. 
He spoke of the 
S 
embers of the American Protective 
association as "fools, v. ho could not be 
properly characterised in the senate." 
As for himself he believed Mr. McKenna 
to be an honorable mao, a competent Law­ 
yer and a just jurist, and he woald sup­ 
port his ooiiflrmstioa. 
| Mr. Alien interposed au objection to 
immediate action. 
He called attention 
to the importance of the office to which 
Mr. McKenna had been named, saying 
that the senate aud the American pub­ 
lic had a right to demand that the 
charges should be sifted to the bottom. 
He said that so fsr as the opposition of 
the American Protective association was 
concerned it did not iitflaence him in 
the least. There were still other cl larges 
which were to his mind far more serious. 
He read from letters aud newspapers 
attacking Mr. McKeuna’s record as an 
attorney and jurist on the ground of 
want of legal attainment s. 
He called 
especial attention to au attack made by 
the bar of the Pacific coast, which he 
said was deserving of more scrutiny 
than had been giveu it. 
i He stated that he understood the 
charge had been made that large cor­ 
porations had been instrumental in se­ 
curing Mr. McKenna's nomination. He 
thought this matter 
also should be 
looked into more thoroughly than the 
•enate had had opportunity to do. 
I He lidded that he might himself vote 
for Mr. McKenna’s confirmation, but 
said that before doing so he desired to 
be convinced that the assertions made 
derogatory to Mr. McKenna's character 
as a jurist were without foundation.

The cabinet resolved 
that the disorders in Havana should not 
affect the receut reforms. 
Strict mili­ 
tary discipline will be enforced both 
here and abroad; aud if necessary, 
measures will be submitted to the cortes 
for reforming the army laws. 
“There are rumors that the-CarUsts 
had planned an armed rising near Ali­ 
cante (in Valencia) but abandoned it on 
the protest* of the agent of Don Carlos, 
the Marquis Cerralbo." 
The police precautions have been re­ 
doubled in the vicinity of the United 
States legation and around the resi­ 
dence of the United States minister, 
General Stewart L. Woodford. 
A dispatch from General Bianco was 
read saying that quiet had been restored 
at Havana aud the troops withdrawn.

A CRUEL OPERATION. 


There are m any articles of daily and 
hourly nae constantly passing 
before 
our eyes and through our hands abont 
tile production of w hich we know com­ 
paratively little or nothing. 
An in ter­ 
esting exam ple of this is tortoise shell, 
from w hich combs and hairpins are 
made, besides a m ultitude of trinkets 
for the dressing table, the desk and 
the pocket* 
Fierce crusades have been 
instituted in recent years against the 
slaughter of birds for the procurem ent 
of their plam age for hat trim m ings, 
and yet I venture to say th at the proc­ 
ess of procuring tortoise shell is a cru­ 
elty to anim al life w hich far exceeds 
that to w hich birds are subjected. 
In the eighties I happened to be down 
in Blneficlds, on th a t aw ful M osquito 
coast, aud a t the invitation of one 
M anuel Latona, w ho was the ow ner and 
captain of a sm all schooner, w ent w ith 
him to the cay El Roncador for tortoise 
shell. This cay gets its nam e (w hich in 
English w ould bo the Snorer) from the 
exceedingly angry surf, w hich can be 
heard for a long distance breaking over 
the reefs. 
T his is the cay on w hich a 
couple of years back the historio old 
ship K carsarge w as wrecked and b at­ 
tered to pieces. El Roncador is nothing 
more or less than a typical coral is­ 
land, such as is found throughout the 
southern seas, three-quarters of a m ile 
long, perhaps, and not more than a 
'q u arter of a m ile across its w idest part* 
Surrounding the island is a reef, inside 
of w hich the w ater is smooth aud ra th ­ 
er shallow , and at the bottom of this 
shallow w ater there grows a peculiai 
kind of sea grass w hich is a dainty 
food for the tu rtle tribes. There is also 
fouud ou the top of the w ater inside the 
reef a sort of sm all blubber fish, called 
in Spanish dedalcs, or thim ble fish, 
w hich is perhaps the greatest delicacy 
o f the entire tu rtle menu. 
The tu rtle whose shell is valued in 
commerce is a sm all species know n as 
tho hawk bill. 
There are other varie­ 
ties w hich come to El Roncador to 
spawn, but they are not molested. Dor- ! 
ing the nig h t the turtles craw l up on 
fee share to lay their eggs, each fem ale 
depositing on an average abont 70. 
To ’ 
do this they dig holes in the sand about I 
tw o feet deep aud after laying the eggs 
cover them over so deftly that it is a1- j 
most im possible for a novice to find , 
them. 
These eggs are really delicious f 
when roasted, but the tu rtle fishers are 
careful not to destroy those they do not j 
take for food, so as to promote as m uch 
as possible the increase of this valuable I 
sea reptile. A t n ight the fishers conceal 
tb< mselvef along tile shore as w ell as 
posrible, and w hen the turtles come up 
out of the w ater on the beach they rush 
forth and turn them over on th e ir backs 
w ith iron hooks, leaving them secure in 
this position until morning. 
The tortoise shell of commerce is not, 
as is generally believed, the horny cover­ 
ing or shell proper of the tu rtle ; it is 
the scales w hich cover the shield. These 
scales are 18 in num ber, 8 of them be­ 
ing flat and the other5 somewhat curved. 
Four of those th at are flat are quite 
large, som etim es being as m uch as 13 
inches long and 7 inches broad, nearly

W aam Soto*, Jan. 15.—Almost the 
entire executive session of the senate 
yesterday was devoted to the indirect 
consideration of the nomination of Hon. 
Joseph McKenna, now attorney gen­ 
eral, to be associate justice of the su­ 
preme coart. 
The discussion was the 
result of an effort on the part of Sena­ 
tor Allen (Neb., Pop.) to secure a post 
ponement for two weeks. 
In the end a 
compromise was reached deferring con­ 
siders,ion until nest Friday. 
I The debate was precipitated by Sena­ 
tor Hoar, who called up the nomination 
of Mr. M<.K«uiii aud asked fog imme­ 
diate action. 
Mr. Hoar mid the judic­ 
iary committee had investigated most 
of the charges made and had reached 
the conclusion that they were without 
foundation. 
The most of them had 
been made by the Amen eau Protective 
association and were founded solely up­ 
on the fact that Mr. McKenna was a 
Catholic. 
Mr. Hoar dwelt at length upon this 
point, excoriating any man who would 
.attempt to inject a question of religion 
into a controversy over a man’s fitness 
Tor office 
Such an effort was entirely 
un-American, unpatriotic and should 
not for a moment race* ve the ,x.modera­ 
tion of fair minded mea, 
Senator White, of Cal., also spoke of 
*the effort of tho American Protective 
Association to interfere and depreciated 
an appeal to bigotry, prejudice and false 
claim* of patriotism. 
He spoke of the 
members of the American Protective 
Association as “fools, who could not be 
properly characterized in the senate.** 
As for himself he believed Mr. McKenna 
to be an honorable man, a competent law­ 
yer sud a just jurist, and he would sup­ 
port his confirmation, 
j Mr. A lieu interposed au objection to 
immediate action. 
He called attention 
to the importance of the office to which 
Mr. McKenna had been minted, saying 
that the senate and the American pub­ 
lic had a right to demand that the 
charges should be sifted to the bottom. 
He said that so far as the opposition of 
tike American Protective association wa* 
concerned it did not influence him in 
the least. There were still other c barge* 
which were to hr* mind far more serious 
He read from letters aud newspaper* 
attacking Mr. McKenna’s record a* aa 
attorney and jurist on the ground of 
want of legal attainments. 
He called 
especial attention to au attack made by 
the bar of the Pacific coast, which he 
«ud was deserving of more scrutiny 
than had been gteeu it. 
1 He stated that he understood the 
charge had been made that large cor­ 
porations had been instrumental in se­ 
curing Mr. McKenna’s nomination. He 
thought this matter 
also should be 
looked into more thoroughly than the 
seuate had bad opp* art unity to do. 
1 He added that he might himself vote 
for Mr. McKenna'* confirmation, bat 
said that before doing so he desired to 
be convinced that the assertions made 
derogatory to Mr. McKenna s character 
as a jurist were without foundation.

A C B t l E L O P E R A T I O N . 


There are many articles of daily ana 
hourly nae constantly passing before 
our eyes and through our hands about 
Hie production of which we know com­ 
paratively little or nothing. 
An inter­ 
esting example of this is tortoise shell, 
from which combs and hairpins are 
made, besides a multitude of trinkets 
for the dressing table, the desk and 
the pocket. Ficroe crusades have been 
instituted in recent years against the 
slaughter of birds for the procurement 
of their plumage for hat trimmings, 
aud yet I venture to say that the proc­ 
ess of procuring tortoise shell is a cru­ 
elty to animal life which far exceeds 
that to which birds are subjected. 
In the eighties I happened to be down ; 
in Bluefields, on that awful Mosquito 
coast, aud at the invitation of one 
Manuel Letona, who was the owner and 
captain of a small schooner, went with 
him to the cay El Roncador for tortoise 
shell. Tit is cay gets its name (which in 
English would be tho Snorer) from the 
exceedingly angry surf, which can be 
bt-ar*I for a long distance breaking over 
the reefs. 
This is the cay on which a 
couple of years back the historic old 
ship Rear sarge was wrecked and bat­ 
tered to pieces. El Roncador is nothing 
more or lees than a typical coral is­ 
land, such as is found throughout the 
southern seas, three-quarters of a mile 
long, perhaps, and not more than a 
quarter of a mile across its widest part. 
Burronnding the island is a reef, inside 
of which the water is smooth and rath­ 
er shallow, and at the bottom of this 
shallow water there grows a peculiar 
kind of sea grass which is a dainty 
food for the turtle tribes. There is also 
found on the top of the water iuside the 
reef a sort of small blubber fish, called 
in Spanish dedalcs, or thimble fish, 
which is perhaps the greatest delicacy 
of the entire turtle menu. 
The turtle whose shell is valued in 
commerce is a small species known as 
the hawk bill. There are other varie­ 
ties which come to El Roncador to 
spawn, but they are not molested. Dur­ 
ing the night the turtles crawl up tm 
the shore to lay their eggs, each female 
depositing on an average about 70. To 
do this they dig holes in the sand about I 
two feet deep and after laying the eggs 
cover them over so deftly that it is a1- , 
most impossible for a novice to find 
them. 
These eggs are really delicious f 
when roasted, but the turtle fishers are 
careful not to destroy those they do not ‘ 
take for food, so as to promote as much • 
as possible the increase of this valuable j 
sea reptile. At night the fishers conceal 
tin rn se Iv es aloug the shore as well as 
pebble, and w hen the turtles com* up 
out of the water on the beach they rush 
forth and turn them over on their backs 
with iron hooka, leaving them secure in 
this position until morning. 
The tortoise shell of commem! is not, 
as is generally believed, the horny cover­ 
ing or shell proper of the turtle; it is 
the scab s w hich cover Hie shield. Those 
scales are IS in number, 8 of them be­ 
ing fiat and the other 5 somewhat curved. 
Four of those that are fiat are quite 
large, sometimes being os much as 12 
inches long and 7 inches broad, nearly 
Uauspanut and beautifully variegated 
in color with red, yellow, white and 
dark brow a clouds, which give the ef­ 
fects so fully brought out w hen the shell 
is projierly polished. 
A turtle of aver­ 
age size will furnish about eight pounds 
of these lninime, or scale*, each piece 
I eiug (ruin an eighth to a quarter of an 
inch in thickness. 
It is the method by which theso scales 
are looMued which in the repulsive part 
of the buHucss. The turtles are not 
killed, as that would lead to their ex­ 
termination in a very few years. After 
capturing them the fishers wait for day­ 
light to complete the work. The turtles 
are turned over again in their natural 
position aud fast* nod firmly to the 
ground by means of p-'gs. Then a bunch 
of dried leaves or sea grass is spread 
evenly over the back of the turtle and 
set afire. The beat is not great enough 
to injure the shell, merely causing it to 
separate the joints, A large blade, very 
similar iu shape to a chemist's spatula, 
is then inserted horizontally between 
the lam int©, w hich are gently pried 
from the back. Great care must betak­ 
en not to .injure the shell by too much 1 
In at, and yet it is not forced off until it 
is fully prepared for separation by a 
sufficient amount of warmth. 
t \ 
The operation, as oue may readily 
imagine, is the extreme of cruelty, and 
many turtles do not survive it Most of 
them do live, however, aud thrive, aud 
in time grow a new covering, just ai 
_ man will grow* a new finger nail iu 
place of cue he might lose. The pecul- I 
iarity of the s»eoud growth of shell, 
though, is that instead of reproducing 
the original number of 13 scgmeuUut is 
restored in one solid piece.

Mr Hoar said the judic­ 
iary com m ittee had investigated m ost 
of the charges m ade and had reached 
the conclusion th a t they were w ithout 
foundation. 
The moat of them had 
been made by the American Protective 
association and were founded solely up­ 
on the fact that Mr. M cKenna was a 
Catholic. 
! Mr. Hoar dw elt at length upon this 
point, excoriating any m an who would

(tem pt to iujeot a question of religion 
Atom controversy over a m an’s ti mess 
Tor office. 
Such an effort was entirely 
un-American, unpatriotic and should 
not few a m om ent receive the considera­ 
tion of fair m inded m ea. 
Senator W hite, of Cal., also spoke of 
th e effort of the American Protective 
Association to interfere and depreciated 
aa appeal to bigotry, prejudice and false 
claim s of patriotism , 
He spoke of the 
B 
ombers of the American Protective 
anociation a# “ Lo!#, w ho could not be 
properly characterized in the senate.** 
Aa for him self he believed Mr. M cKenna 
to be sn honorable m an, a com petent law ­ 
yer and a just jurist, and he would sup­ 
port his confirmation. 
I Mr. Allen interposed an objection to 
im m ediate action. 
He called attention 
to the im portance of the office to which 
Mr M cKenna had been nam ed, saying 
th a t the senate aud the American pub­ 
lic had a right to dem and that the 
charges should be sifted to the bottom. 
He said that so far as the opposition of 
the American Protective association was 
concerned it did not m duenoe him in 
the least, There were still other c barges 
w hich wore to his m ind far more serious. 
He read from letters aud newspapers 
attacking Mr. M cK enna’s record as an 
attorney and ju rist on the ground of 
w ont of legal attainm ents, 
He called 
especial attention to su attack made by 
the bar of the Pacific coast, w hich he 
said was deserving of more scrutiny 
than had been given IL 


1 He stated th at he understood the 
charge had been m ade that large cor­ 
porations had been instrum ental in se­ 
curing Mr, M cKenna's nom ination. He 
thought this m atter 
also should be 
looked into more thoroughly than the 
senate had had opportunity to do. 
1 He added th at he m ight him self vote 
fear Mr. M cKenna’s confirm ation, but 
said that before doing so he desired to 
be convinced that the assertions m ade 
derogatory to Mr. M cK enna's diam eter 
as a jurist were w ithout foundation.

A CRUEL OPERATION. 


There are m any articles of daily and 
hourly n^e constantly passing before 
our eyes and through our banda about 
fee production of w hich we know com­ 
paratively little or nothing. 
An inter­ 
esting exam ple of this is tortoise shell, 
from w hich combs and hairpins are 
made, besides a m ultitude of trinkets 
for the dressing table, the dt sk and 
the pocket. 
Fierce crusades have been 
instituted in recent y*ar* a^nlnst the 
slaughter of birds for tho procurem ent 
of their plum age for h at trim m ings, 
and yet I venture to say th at the proc­ 
ess of procuring tortoise shell is a cru­ 
elty to anim al life which far exceeds 
th at to w hich birds are subjected. 
Iii the eighties I happened to be down 
in Blueflelds, on th a t aw ful Mosquito 
coast, and at the invitation of one 
M anuel Latona, w ho was the ow ner and 
captain of a sm all schooner, w ent w ith 
him to the cay El Roncador for tortoise 
shell. T his cay gets its nam e (w hich in 
English would be the Snorer) from the 
exceedingly angry surf, w hich can be 
heard for a long distance tweaking over 
the reefs. 
T his is the cay un which a 
couple of years back the historic old 
ship Kearsarge was wrecked and bat­ 
tered to pieces. El Roncador is nothing 
more or less than a typical coral is­ 
land, such as is found throughout the 
southern seas* three-quarters of a m ile 
long, perhaps, and not more than a 
quarter of a m ile across its w idest p a rt 
Surrounding the island is a reef, inside 
of w hich the w ater is smooth and rath ­ 
er shallow, and at the bottom oi this 
shallow w ater there grows a peen Ii ai 
kind of sea grass w hich is a dainty 
food for the tu rtle trifles. T here is also 
found on the top of the w ater inside the 
reef a sort of sm all blubber fish, called 
in Spanish dedalca, or thim ble fish, 
w hich is perhaps the greatest delicacy 
o f the entire tu rtle menu. 
The tu rtle whose shell is valued in 
commerce is a sm all species known aa 
tho haw k bill. 
There are other varie­ 
ties which come to El Roucador to 
spawn, but they are not molested. Dur- I 
tug the night the turtles craw l np on 
fee shore to lay their eggs, each female 
depositing on an average about 70. 
To 
do this they dig holes in the sand about I 
tw o feet deep aud after laying the eggs . 
cover them over so deftly th a t it is a1- • 
most im possible for a novice to flnd 
them. 
These eggs are really delicious j- 
wben roasted, but the tu rtle fishers are j 
careful not to destroy those they do not 
take for food, so as to promote as much > 
as possible the increase of th is valuable I 
sea reptile. A t night the fishers conceal 
tbt mselves along the shore as well na 
possible, aud w hen the turtles come up 
out of the w ater on the beach they rush 
forth aud turn them over ou th e ir backs 
w ith iron hooks, hav in g them secure iu 
this position u n til morning. 
The tortoise shell of comm*Tce is not, 
as is generally believed, the hom y cover­ 
ing or shell proper of the tu rtle ; it is 
the scales w hich cover the shield. These 
scales are 18 in unm ber, 8 of them be­ 
ing flat aud the other 6 somewhat curved 
Four of those th at arc flat are quite 
laige, sometim es being as m uch as 12 
inches long aud 7 inches broad, nearly 
iranspartnt and beautifully variegated 
in color w ith red, yellow, w hite and 
dark brown clouds, w hich give the ef­ 
fects so fully brought out when the shell 
is properly polished 
A tu rtle of aver­ 
age size w ill furnish about eight pounds 
of these laminae, or scales, each piece 
i eiug from an eighth to a quarter of an 
inch in thickness. 
It is the method by which theso scales 
are looK’ned w hich is the repulsive part 
of tho business. 
The turtles are uot 
killed, as th a t w’ould lead to their ex­ 
term ination in a very few years.
